therefore to obtain reductions of the 
tariff on our exports as far as pos- 
sible; and to reduce the aforo, or else 
, to establish a valuation beyond which 
j they could not, go as the basis for as- 
sessing, duties. The convention, for 
example, not only secures to United 
States exporters a reduction on Ore- 
gon pine lumber and. southern lumber, 
in faot, all kinds of undressed lumber, 
but fixes the aforo, and on Oregon 
and yellow pine reduces it over 40 
jper cent.
